Ball and Chanting, "Pupils" Danced 


In Men’s Bathing Suite. 


New York, May 4.—“Oom. th e Om­ 
nipotent One,” who says he Is a native 
of India, but looks more lik<Mk dapper 
American, was held in $15,000 bail in 
the W est 
Side court for a further 
hearing on the charge of luring away 
young girls and holding them prison­ 
ers in his “Mystic Tem ple,” which is 
a fashionable residence at 258 W est 
Seventy-fourth 
street, a few doors 
from the hom e of F ran k H. Platt. 
"Oom" in private life is P ierre A. 
Bernard, aged thirty-three, an instruc­ 
tor in physical culture and a teacher 
in languages. His “hypnotic" influence, 
or bo it is called Is said to have lured 
one girl all the way from Tacoma, 
Wash., to New York. 
Several pretty girls of well-dressed 
appearance and presum ably of good 
breeding appeared in court to tell of 
their im prisonm ent in "Oom ’s” estab ­ 
lishm ent and w hat 
went on there. 
Zeba Hopp. a milliner, nineteen years 
old; G ertrude I^ee, recently of Tacoma, 
Wash., and another girl, whose nam e 
was not 
disclosed, testified 
against 
Bernard. 
Miss Hopp gave evidence 
which led to the raid on the "H ouse 
of Mystery" and the arrest of Bernard 
aud his “pupils." 
Miss Hopp said that 
B ernard got women to undergo the 
treatm ent, 
after 
he had 
diagnosed 
their cases as h eart trouble. He got, 
she testified, a prelim inary fee of $100 
and then they paid him $20 for a bath­ 
ing suit and gym nastic outfit. 
Miss 
Hopp said sh e knew so much about 
Bernard and his cures because she 
herself had been a prisoner in his 
"tem ple" and only escaped after be­ 
ing held there as prisoner for several 
weeks. 
Miss Hopp wrote to her sister, Mrs. 
Hanford, about w hat was going on In 
B ernard’s establishm ent. 
The latter 
hurried to New York and m ade com ­ 
plaint to the police. 


The Dance of the Glass Ball.

nal with the doorbell.

T he men 
were on their haunches around a rug 
in the middle of the floor, upon which 
the girls were dancing under the di­ 
rection of Bci-nard, who was attired In 
a long robe and was standing on a 
glass hail on the rug. 
"W hat m eans this intrusion?” de­ 
manded Bernard as the policemen en­ 
tered the room. 
Just then Mrs. Hanford and Zelia 
Hopp appeared. 
One of the girls, who 
wore a scanty pink bathing suit, ran 
to Mrs. Hanford and fell 
into her 
arms, weeping. 
It was G ertrude Leo. 
"So this Is your revenge,” said B**r 
nard to Zeba Hopp. “You’re sore be 
cause you’re Jealous of G ertrude ” 
“Zlm-zim xim-zee-zee zee," 
chanted 
one of the girls in the bathing suits. 
"She is putting a curse on m e!’ 
cried G ertrude Lex). “T h at is Oom's 
curse.” 
Detective Callahan, going into fur­ 
ther particulars regal ling th e scene In 
the Mystic Temple, said the big rug 
in th e center of the room w as marked 
off In squares, each large enough for 
one person to squat on.

JOHN H. CONVERSE 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Locomotive Builder Victim ot 
Heart Disease. 


Philadelphia, May 4.—John H. Con­ 
verse, of 
the 
Baldwin Locomotive 
works, one of the most 
prominent 
P resbyterian 
laymen in th e United 
States, died suddenly of heart trouble 
at his home In Rosemont, aged sixty- 
nine years. 
Mr. Converse was born in Burling­ 
ton, Vt., and was graduated from the 
University of Vermont. He entered the 
employ of Baldwin in 1870 and three 
years later becam e a m em ber of the 
firm. 
in 1900 Mr. Converse waH vice mod­ 
erator of the general assem bly of th© 
Presbyterian church and president of 
the trustees. 
He was chairm an of the business 
com m ittee of the board of publication, 
as well as of th e com m ittee on evan­ 
gelistic work. He was also awruste© of 
Princeton Theological seminary. 
W hen the Real E state T rust com 
pany failed In 1906 through the oper­ 
ations of its president, Frank K. Hip 
pie. who m ade heavy loans on poor 
collateral. Mr. Converse was a diree- 
tor. The losses wee* about $6,000,000, 
and through his efforts the directors 
made up the deficiency and reopened 
the institution.

Between Roads and tb s Merger Bec* 


tion Struck Out. 


W ashington, May 4.—-Taft's railroad 
bill has gone on the roc ks and its pas­ 
sage is in doubt. The provision to al­ 
low traffic agreem ents between roads 
was struck out of the measure In the 
senate. 
Section 12. to perm it m ergers be­ 
tween railroads when one owns 50 per 
cent of the stock of the other also waa 
struck from the bill. 
The aenate leaders are so discon­ 
certed th at there is serious talk of 
abandoning the m easure entirely for 
this session and throwing the respon­ 
sibility for its failure upon the insur­ 
gents. 
The fate of the traffic agreem ent 
and m erger provisions was reached at 
a long conference of the regular sen­ 
ators. 
Moves of a radical character in con­ 
nection with the bill eventuated ra­ 
pidly when the measure was taken up 
in the senate. 


Traffic Agreem ent Struck Out. 


Senator Elkins, chairm an of the in 
te rn a te com m erce committee, at once 
announced th at he would move to lay 
on the table the Cummins am endm ent 
to the traffic agreem ent section. 
He 
coupled this statem ent with the an ­ 
nouncement that a majority of the 
committee 
would 
then 
support 
an 
am endm ent by Senator Clay to strike 
out the whole of section 7. 
Senator Cum mins gained recognition 
and withdrew his amendment. A mo­ 
tion was then made by Senator Clay 
to strike out the section Before a vote 
was taken 
several 
senators stated 
their displeasure at the program, but 
the motion of Mr. Clay was carried 
quickly by a viva voce vote. Then the 
axe was turned on the m erger pro­ 
vision, and on a motion by Senator 
Nelson the entire section 12 of the 
bill was adopted without a division. 
Section 7, which started all of the 
trouble, never was perfected in the 
senate. The Cummins and the Eikins- 
Crawford provisions were offered as 
completed substitutes for the section. 
The Cum mins provision would have 
legalized traffic agreements, but would 
have com pered the rairoads to ob­ 
tain the approval of the 
interstate 
commerce commission before making 
changes of rates 
The 
Elkins Crawford 
provision 
would authorize the making of traffic 
agreements, hut would permit the rail 
roads to put into force changes of 
rates without first obtaining the ap­ 
proval of the commission. 
The insurgents asserted that this 
provision would repeal the Sherman 
anti trust law so far as It applied to 
railroads and would put an end to 
competition as to rates. 
Both factions contended that their 
am endm ents were in compliance with 
the 
Republican 
national 
platform, 
which 
declared that the 
interstate 
commerce law should be amended so 
as to permit railroads to make ag re e 
m e n u as to rates, subject to approval 
of tile commission. 
Now that the senate regulars have 
determined on their drastic course the 
fur will fly. 
They contem plate putting 
the entire m easure over tit! the short 
session 
beginning 
in 
December 
or 
dropping it entirety. 


Regulars Will Appeal to Country. 


Then the regulars will go before the 
c o u n t r y with the charge that the anti­ 
adm inistration Republicans have re­ 
fused to stand with the president for 
the fulfillment of the party's pledges 
This issue the followers of Senator 
Cummins and Senator I.afollette are 
wilting to accept. In fact, they prefer 
that there should be no railroad legit 
latlon than that the m easure as re 
ported from the senate com mittee on 
commerce should be enacted. 
As a result of developments when 
the senate leaders, in desperation, had 
the president at Pittsburg in consul­ 
tation on the 
telephone, they then 
practically reached an agreem ent to 
drop both sections 7 and 12 of the 
original bill. 
It is understood that the regular* 
told the president plainly that it waa 
doubtful 
w hether 
the 
organization 
could m uster the votes to carry these 
sections of the bill. 
The president, it is said, told them 
that if the recom m endations which he 
had made were defeated by a combine 
tion of insurgents and Democrats the 
adm inistration no longer could he held 
responsible for the form of the meas 
tire.

FATTENING EWES AND LAMBS. 


Selection of Good Feeds awd an Abun­ 
dance of Milk Required. 
According to an experienced shep­ 
herd. lf the lambs are born strong, re­ 
main healthy and have an abundance 
of milk from the ewes aud greeD feed. 
such as blue grass, they should be 
ready to market In the latter days of 
July or the 1st of August If the mar­ 
ket is satisfactory this will probably 
be the best time, as lambs often make 
very little lf any gains in the hottest 
weather, and lf their weight and con­ 
dition should satisfy the demands of 
the market before this time if would 
probably bo economy to market them 
at a still earlier date. 
It Is much easier to tench lambs to 
eat grain before the pasturing season 
opens 
Arrange a creep in the sheep 
barn, and by the time the lambs are 
two or three weeks old they will begin 
to eat crusluHl grain. Once taught to 
eat It. they will usually keep at It 
when ou pasture lf it Is kept sweet 
ami clean in well arranged troughs. 
The e w e s can be fed corn by merely 
throwing w hole or broken ears on the 
clean grass. 
Often it is Impossible to have tile 
ewes in proper market condition when 
the lambs are ready for slaughter, and 
the prices for them may be unsatisfac­ 
tory when the lambs should be sold. 
During recent years it bas not pa id to 
market ewes in thin condition lf they 
are healthy and feed is available, lf 
they are fat and prices lo«di uroug 
consult with the commission finn as 
to the advisability of marketing them 
with the lambs.

Tricks are oft repeated particular acts 
The collie Is a skilled workman in a 
field of labor both difficult and per­ 
plexing, requiring courage aud per 
slstence until the object of his task 
has been accomplished 
lo this work 
he bas no equal.
